“Of course the hot weather is the cause of much 
of the mortality among children,” Dr. Epstein, of 
the City Dispensary, said this morning to a Post 
DISPATCH reporter, who sought for enlightenment 
on this important subject.

We do not like to say 
that any advice which the Academy might give 
would be worthless, but, on the other hand, if 
we are asked to believe that the Academy has 
any skill, experience or knowledge which might 
avail to prevent the spread of the epidemic, 
its conduct puts it in the light of declaring 
that itis perfectly willing that thousands of 
Frenchmen shall die miserable deaths rather 
than sacrifice its notions of professional eti- 
quette. 
HENDRICKS AND CHANDLER. 

Secretary CHANDLER'S testimony, as given to 
the Associated Press, showed how frauds in a 
bureau are continued from one Republican ad- 
ministration to another, and Mr, HENDRICKS 
in a speech commented on the fact as a proof 
that a change of parties was necessary to insure 
& thorough shaking up and purification of the 
departments. : 

Mr. CHANDLER replied in an ingenious plea 
that Mr. Henpricks had wronged him by 
such reference to frauds that bad been going 
on under his predecessor, and claimed that he 
had acted promptly in discharging the head of 
the bureau when the frauds were at last made 
known, and that this Dr. WaLrs had been re- 
appointed and retained under CHANDLER'S ad- 
ininistration at the request of many Congress- 
men, Democrats and Republicans. 

Mr. HENDRICKS’ rejoinder is a very neat bit 
of skinning. Confronting Mr. CHANDLER with 
his own testimony he shows that the Secretary 
admitted that the voucher frauds in the bureau 
of medicine and surgery had been going on: for 
four years without public exposure, and fora 
year after the Secretary had 
received warnings that aroused 
his suspicions. Not till Detective Woop 
threatened to put the matter before Congress 
did the Secretary bestir himself, and then he 
made a scapegoat of Dr, WALES, who was not 
one of the three guilty parties, and was no more 
responsible for the success of their rascality 
than was Secretary CHANDUrs himself. 

This attempt of the c!ever Secretary to divide 
the responsibility.

MOBBING JAILS. 

The State of Kentucky owes it to herself and 
to the whole country to provide well for the 
family of Jailer Lucas, who was killed while 
bravely defending the Owensboro Jail against 
a mob last Monday morning. In acity of five 
or six thousand ithabitants, which had permit- 
ted two other prisoners to be taken from the 
same jail and hung by mobs, and which had 
every reason to expect this assault, he was left 
with no help but that of bis wife and little son 
to guard the majesty of Kentucky law. He 
warned the mob that he would do his sworn 
duty and die at his post protecting his prison- 
ers, and he nobly kept his word. 

Only a short time ago a Mt. Sterling jailer 
administered a bloody repulse to an armed 
mob of lynchers, but received 
no reward and rather cold thanks for risking 
his life to redeem the reputation of Kentucky. 
The Owensboro official gave his life to vindi- 
cate the honor of his State, and the people of 
that State, and especially of the city in which 
the tragedy was permitted to occur, can not 
wash their hands of the murder and vindicate 
their civilization if they leave his helpless fam- 
ily unprovided for. If the affair had occurred 
anywhere in Missouri the people of St. Louis 
would have promptly joined in a popular sub- 
scription for the benefit of the family. 

Everybody knows there will be no punish- 
ment for the mob of muricrers and something 
should be done to show that there is some pub- 
lic sentiment against such deeds, some little 
popular support for officers of the law who 
prefer to die rather than betray or dishonor a 
public trust. AState that-can not guarantee 
a legal trial to the prisoners in its jails can 
command no respect for its laws, no submission 
from the criminal classes. A community that 
has permitted three mobs to capture its jail 
three times, hang three unconvicted prisoners 
in itg Court House yard, and murder its officers 
with impunity in a considerable city, should 
do something to vindicate itself, and to notify 
mobs that the Cincinnati way of dealing with 
their assaults on jails is becoming popular.

The next thing Wilson remembers he and his 
companion were doing the great tree-climbing 
act, with the bear within smelling distance of 
their heels, Wilson, in his excitement, climbed 
upon a limb which was too week to bear his 
weight. ‘The limb broke and he fell. The dis- 
tance to the ground was about thirty feet and 
he came down bang on top of the bear, 
/ which, on account of its wound, had been un- 
| able to climb the tree. The jolt which the bear 

received from the 170 pounds of falling mortal- 
ity was to it a new feature in man-hunting, and 
it startled the animal] so that it did not wait for 
further particulars, but fied in great alarm and 
soon disappeared in the woods. 

On examination it was found that Wilson's 
back had been so injured that he was unable to 
walk, His companion thereupon set out for 
camp to bring assistance. 

A few minutes later Wilson fainted and on 
regaining consciousness (his companion was 
still absent) he found that the, bear had re- 
turned and was sitting upright within about 
thirty feet of him. Tt was holding its paws 
above its eyes, like a person examining an ob- 
ject at a distance, and was staring at the pros- 
trate man withanair of great curiosity, It 
was evident that on regaining its composure 
after the occurrence atthe foot of the tree, the 
beast had concluded to return and ascertain if 
possible what manner of creature this was 
which fought an enemy by falling on it from a 
tree-top. 

On seeing that Wilson was conscious and 
loolsing at it, the bear uttered a growl of de- 
fiance and nade a move as if to attack him, but

pletely cutting a dog’s ear off. 

Very remarkable stories are told about the’ 
manner in which the Esquimaux handle their 
whips, but they are, I believe, slightly ex- 
aggerated. It is said that they have frequently 
attacked and killed white bears, the most 
ferocious animals in the vicinity of James’ bay, 
with a knife attached to the end of a whip. One 
of our party “‘tried his hand” with one of these 
dog-whips and succeeded in punishing his legs 
calber severely, while a Hudson Bay Company's 
officer used it with as much ease aml precision 
as a horseman would have used an ordinary 
whip. Some Esquimaux dogs at Fort Albany 
had to bé tied a long distance apart with long 
chains, while whole fish were thrown to them, 
which they devoured with astonishing sudden- 
ness, lest in their greed they should turn upon 
each other. They are quite unmanageable when 
they get on the track of a deer and no person 
can check them in their wild carcer as they 
gallop “up hill and down dale,” over ice an 
snow and through bush, with the sled behind 
them in pursuit of the prey. Ordinarily they 
make about sixty milesa day, and very pleas- 
antly and comfortably docs a man travel in 
these northeru regions, wrapped up in blankets 
and furs upon a dog-sled,
